It is claimed that some of the finest marble in the United States has been 
found in Beaver County, Utah, A company has been formed to develop the 
quarries and place the article on the market. Another deposit of marble is 
located at the head of Snake Creek, Wasatch County, Utah; it is said to be 
the largest in the United States, and the quality equal to any in the world, 
excepting that of Carrara, Italy. A company has also commenced work 
there. 


Each day seems to add to the natural resources of Utah. The latest to be 
placed on exhibition at the Chamber of Commerce was brought in from 
Tooele by Ben. Johnson. He calls it Natural Blacking,” and says there is 
an almost inexhaustible supply of it near his home. It is black in color, and 
very much like the average shoe blacking, about the only perceptible differ- 
ence being a semi-greasy appearance. When applied to shoes or boots by the 
ordinary method, it gives a good, though not a brilliant shine, upon which 
water has but little effect.

The aggregate of the mineral products of the Terri- 
tory for 1887 is given as $7,637,000, of which $5,976,000 was silver. Labor, 
the report says, has been in demand during the year. Nearly all traders are 
well paid and fully employed.

Some time ago Elder Hintze informed us that the Lord had drawn into 
His fold representatives of four races—a Servian, an Armenian, a Bulgarian 
and a Syrian, of the old Syrian race, and remarked: “ Surely this Gospel net 
is gathering from all nations.” This is its mission, and it is quietly extend- 
ing, little by little, fulfilling the never-failing purposes of the Almighty. 


God will accomplish all He has determined. With Him there is no such 
word as fail. Men fail, as we have had frequent evidences. Men have 
embraced this Gospel and borne powerful testimony concerning it, just such 
as Brother Shahabian bears. When enjoying the happiness and peace of 
their first love in the Gospel, they were powerful in testimony and expound- 
ing the Scriptures. But they did not continue in the work of God. Some, 
after their apostasy, were filled with bitterness, and vindictively misrepre- 
sented the people whom they had warmly defended a short time previous.

The Lord said: “The works, and the designs, and 
the purposes of God cannot be frustrated, neither can they come to nought, 
For God does not walk in crooked paths, neither doth He turn to the right 
hand nor to the left, neither doth he vary from that which He hath said, 
therefore His paths are straight, and His course is one eternal round. Re- 
member, remember it is not the work of God that is frustrated, but the work 
of men; For although a man may have many revelations, and have power to 
do many mighty works, yet if he boasts in his own strength, and sets at 
nought the counsels of God, and follows after the dictates of his own will 
and carnal desires, he must fall and incur the vengeance of a just God upon 
him.” 

This tells the facts of the case. Man has his own identity, his own indi- 
viduality, and is a responsible agent. So long as he walks uprightly, and is 
humble and little in his own sight, seeking the counsels of the Almighty, he 
is a vessel of honor. The Lord can use him, and He does use such men. 
But, so far as the work of God is concerned, it flourished before we embraced 
it, and when we pass away we shall never be missed. If faithful, we will 
continue engaged in the work of the Lord. This work is the redemption 
of the human family. Preaching the Gospel, gathering Israel, opening 
settlements, erecting school houses, planting trees, cultivating the waste places 
of Zion, causing them to blossom as the rose; assuming the responsi- 
bility of rearing families, building houses, making comfortable homes, 
rearing places of worship and temples for sacred ordinances, to accomplish 
the purposes of God for the redemption of the living and the dead, is. what 
the Latter-day Saints are engaged in. Directed by the revelations of God, 
His people are a wonderful success. Opposed on every hand by the devil 
and his agents, cast into prison, robbed in fines and costs of court, the Saints 
glorify God in their good works and their indomitable integrity. The

The Latter-day Saints, who believe in God, and who are the disciples of 
Jesus Christ, can take a great deal of comfort from the above. Far better to 
be the persecuted than the persecutors. 


“Comune Events cast SHapows Berors.”—“ In the current num- 
ber of The Universal Review, Canon McColl points out that the centraliza- 
tion of government in London, attracting, as it does, all the rank, wealth and 
intelligence of the country to the metropolis, and in their train an ever- 
increasing number of dependents, constitutes a grave national danger. The 
increase of the population of London is estimated at about 80,000 annually. 
The support of the millions now huddled together on the banks of the 
Thames, whose number is being thus rapidly augmented, depends mainly 
upon foreign produce. Were we to lose command of the sea for a week, 
London would be on starvation rations. If, in addition, the main lines of 
railway were blockaded, the surrender of the metropolis would be a matter 
of only a week or two. ‘ We should have an enemy within our gates not less 
dangerous than the enemy outside—a pauper and criminal population de- 
moralized and maddened by famine.’ But apart from invasion, the presence 
of a vast mass of people in London in a state of semi-starvation, and largely 
increased by criminals, is, he justly points out, a standing danger, which in 
the event of great distress, combined with circumstances that left the capital 
for a time at the mercy of the mob, might take an appalling shape In 
ancient Rome the mob became the virtual masters of the empire, while Cassar 
had to contend with a population three-fourths of which were in receipt of 
relief. ‘The provinces were despoiled and ruined in order that the metropolis 
might sleep in safety.’ This state of things is especially alarming in view of 
the fact that politicians do not seem to hope that a general European war can 
be averted longer than twelvemonths.”—Christian Herald, Sept. 5, 1888.

Parliament reassembled on the 7th of November. 


It is now generally regarded as a probable fact that the celebrated explorer, H. M. 
Stanley, and his followers, have been killed in his late expedition to the interior of 


~\Oxie-thind of the pig-iron prodnoed in the world is consumed in railway construction. 
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In 1887 the railways of the world consumed 7,660,000 tons of pig-iron; in 1886, 
7,416,000 tons. 

On Friday morning, the 9th of November, another victim was added to the series of 
terrible murders that have made the vicinity of Whitechapel, London, rife with horror 


during the past few months. 


If you cannot afford a sufficient supply of good, sweet milk for self and family, do 
not forget that fresh buttermilk is nearly as good, in fact, in some respects much better. 
It is very valuable as a producer of flesh and bone. 

English railroads have increased their speed this year until an average speed of 
forty-nine miles is announced by the Great Northern and Hastern lines. As this 
includes time of stoppages, the actual running speed must be greater. 


England, Germany, and France are now apparently united in an effort to crush 
out the barbaric trade in man-stealing, which still exists in Africa. Cruisers belonging 
to these three great nations are now engaged on the East Coast of Africa, in searching 
slavers’ vessels. 


Some wheat, grown from seeds obtained in exhuming a mummy, supposed to be nearly 
5,000 years old, proves to be superior in quality to anything that the modern grain can 
grow. It will be carefully cultivated hereafter by the owner, David Drew, of Massa- 
chusetts, U.S.A. 

Two terrible disasters are reported from America’ By the explosion in a mine at 
Pittsburg, Kansas, it is believed that nearly 140 persons have lost 
their lives. Ninety bodies have been recovered, and over forty - aix are still buried in the 
debris. By a fire in a steam gauge and lantern factory at Rochester, New York State, 
a large number of lives also have been lost. Five employes endeavored to save them- 
selves by jumping from the windows, and were picked up dead, and twenty-two are 
still missing. 

A Hues Catpron.—According to an account given by Dr. Ernst Weisenbauer, Pro- 
fessor of Geology at the University of Heidelberg, who has been recently visiting the 
natural gas districts of Ohio, the inhabitants of the town of Findlay, in that State, are 
actually living over a huge caldron, in which they may be engulfed sooner or later. Pro- 
fessor Weisenbauer states that the extent of the region of the American natural gas wells 
is considerably under-estimated, and that at a great depth under the town of Findlay in 
particular there is a large oave which is filled with highly explosive gases, and that a 
frightful explosion, considering the great pressure at which these gases are bottled up, 
may take place at any time. The following are his reasons for arriving at such a con- 


_ clusion. By means of a pyrometer the professor ascertained that under the town of 


Findlay, at a depth of a mile below the cave filled with gases, a fire is raging, developing 
a temperature of 3,500 deg. The same observations were made by Professor Weisen- 
bauer at various spots within a radius of five miles. He concludes that at a depth of 
only 1,200 feet below Findlay there is an immense cave, compared with the size of which 
the well-known Mammoth Cave is insignificant. The cave extends for many miles, and 
has a depth in various places of over half a mile. Highly explosive gases fill this cave at 
& great pressure. There are several strata of rock about a mile thick below the cave. 
The flames of an interior fire are impinging against this wall of rock at the high tem- 
perature mentioned. From the continuous noises observed by means of the telephones 
it may be concluded, he says, that the consumption of the protecting rock by the fire is 
making uninterrupted progress. Professor Weisenbauer expresses the opinion that the 
bursting of that portion of the earth’s crust on whieh Findlay stands, should an explosion 
of gas take place, is not only possible but probable, and that an early catastrophe is im- 
pending. It should be added, however, that American geologists, and among them Pro- 
fessor J. K. Gilbert, of Washington, do not share Professor Weisenbauer’s apprehen- 
sions, and have expressed doubts as to the correctness of the observations of, and the vali- 
dity of the conclusions arrived at by the German geologist paper.— English Meehanie. 
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
